UN undersecretary-general stopped from visiting Gaza camps 


Cabinet may decide on even 


harsher measures for areas

The inner cabinet is expected 
to decide today to authorize the 
IDF to adopt new, harsh mea- 
sures to quell the disturbances in 
the territories, informed sources 
in Jerusalem ‘said last night. 

Prime Minister Shamir and 
Defence Minister Rabin have 
apparently agreed that the situa- 
tion cannot be allowed to contin- 
ue as it is, and that the IDF must 
be given more leeway in its ef- 
forts to stop the Palestinian 
rioters, 

Under consideration by the cabi- 
net are economic measures, includ- 
ing the complete closure of the West 
Bank and Gaza to bar workers from 
coming to their jobs in Israel during 


‘| widespread disturbances. Other 


steps being considered are contina- 
ous curfews in riot-prone refugee 
camps, and sealing the homes of 
those guilty of incitement. 

According to some sources, the 
Defence i is also contem~ 
plating closing the Gaza Strip to the 
press for between one and two 
weeks, 

Some Likud ministers — most no- 
tably Industry and Trade Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Minister-without- 
Portfolio Yitzhak Moda‘i -- are ex- 
pected to criticize the Defence Min- 
istry for fading to bring calm to the 
territories and for its surprise at the 
scope and duration of the 


disturbances. 

In the Gaza Strip yesterday, sol- 
diers fatally shot-a Palestinain dur-

hind the barricade, chanting 
slogans. 

A senior Unrwa official was then 
dispatched to speak with the demon~ 
strators, but after 10 minutes he ad- 
vised Goulding against visiting the 
camp.

Goulding also met with local law- 
yers, and observed a demonstration 
by scores of Unrwa workers who 
condemned Israeli policy in the ter- 
Titories and said that the Arab states 
and the world community were to 
blame for ignoring the problems of 
the Gaza Strip for 40 years. 

In their meeting yesterday, Rabin 
and Goulding appeared to fail to 
bridge their differences over Israel's 
policy in the territories. 

The meeting in Rabin's office in 
Tel Aviv began with a half hour 
briefing by the coordinator of gov- 
ermmment activities in the adminis- 
tered territories, Shlomo Goren, 
about Israel's policies there. Rabin, 
who arrived from the Negev and 
Gaza half an hour after Goulding, 
surveyed Israel's policies since 1967. 

He rejected the recent Security

Rafiah man shot dead Four shot in Nablus as 


after stabbing soldier strike

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
RAFIAH -- A Palestinian was shot 
dead yesterday after he stabbed a 
soldier and an officer fired at him 
and other knife-wielding demon- 
strators in this southern Gaza town. 
Two other Palestinians were wound- 
ed in the incident. 
The soldier was not seriously 


injured. 

‘The IDF last night identified the 
dead man as Mohammed Yusif Ah- 
mad el-Yazuri, 30, a member of the 
Islamic Jihad terror organization. 
Four years ago, el-Yazuri was sen- 
tenced to three years in prison for 
attempting to take the wheel of an 
Egged bus near Jerusalem. 

Later yesterday, a large crowd of 
youths brandishing sticks studded 
with nails surrounded and attacked 
a group of soldiers in Jebalya. After 
attempting to disperse the rioters by 
shooting in the air, troops shot at 
the legs of demonstrators, wounding 
at Jeast three. 


, IDF sources indicated last night 
that the attacks may reflect a new 
phase in Gaza Strip unrest, follow- 
ing recent calls by PLO and Islamic 
fandamentalist activists to challenge 
Israeli soldiers with weapons of vari- 
ous kinds. 

Throughout the day, IDF rein- 
forcements continued to stream into 
the region, and gas stations and oth- 
er paved open areas began to look 
like staging areas for battles. 

As part of a new tactical policy, 
large numbers of troops were de- 
ployed at the first signs of local un- 
rest, and curfews were imposed 
immediately. 

By the early morning, partial 
total curfews had been declared 
all Gaza Strip refugee camps except 


one.

Unifil spokesman Timor Goksell 
said the incident occurred while the 
two unarmed beac officers were on 
a routine patrol in their white-paint- 
ed UN jeep near the village of Cha- 


ma’a, in the western sector of the 
ity zone. 

When they failed to make radio 
contact, a Unifil patrol was sent out 
to search for them, and discovered 
their jeep at the side of the road. 
Goksell said it appeared that the 
explosion was caused by a mine set 
off by remote control. 

The two men were members of 
the all-officer Untso observer 
group, courposed of 76 men from 16 
nations, which is attached to Unifil. 
McCarthy lived with his wife in 
Nahariya. ᾿ 

The observer group, whose men 
are always unarmed and travel free- 
ly throughout Lebanon, have two 
main functions: to observe the Leb- 
anese-Israeli border, and act as liai- 
sop teams between Unifil and the 
various civilian and military bodies 
in the region.

Atomic energy pioneer, Rabi, dies at 89 


NEW YORK (Reuter) -- Isidor 
Isaac Rabi, who won the 1944 Nobel 
Prize for physics and played a major 
role in the debate over the uses of 
atomic energy in the nuclear age, 
died on Monday in New York after 
a long illness. He was 89. 

Rabi's work in developing a meth- 
od to measure the magnetic proper- 
ties of atoms, atomic pucleii and 
molecules, for which he won the 
Nobel Prize, made possible the kind 
of precise measurements that were 
essential to the development of the 
laser, the atomic clock and guidance 
systems for missiles and satellites. 

During World War Two he was a 
member of a research team in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, that helped

Panel finds new evidence on Waldheim 


BELGRADE - An international 
commission investigating the war- 
time past of Austrian President Kurt 
Waldheim has discovered new docu- 
ments which could shed light on his 
activities during World War IE, the 
Yugoslav state news agency, Tan- 
jug. said yesterday. 

The documents concerned a Ger- 
man offensive and bloody Nazi re- 
prisals in the Mount Kozara area in 
1942 in Western Bosnia, in Yugosla- 
via, Tanjug said. 

Some 68,000 people, thousands of 
them smal! children, were deported 
from Kozara to concentration 
camps, where most of them died. 


“It has been established that 
Waldheim served as a member of 
the German army headquarters in 
Kozara at the time,” it said. 

In Vienna yesterday at a New 
Year's reception for ambassadors 
accredited in the capital, Waldheim 
told foreign diplomats that the inter- 
national community was partly re- 
sponsible for the Anschluss — Hit- 
fer’s annexation of Austria 50 years

PEKING (Reuter) -- China yester- 
day rebuffed Mikhail Gorbachev's 
latest call for a Sino-Soviet summit 
meeting by repeating top leader 
Deng Xiaoping’s demand that Mos- 
cow frst Vietaam to end its 
occupation of Kampuchea.

In the Jatest issue of a Chinese 
magazine, Gorbachev told an inter- 
viewer a summit would be a “logical 
development” of the thawing atti- 
tudes between Moscow and Peking.

‘The game is fixed,’ charges attorney 


W. Bank men drop appeal, 
could be expelled soon

The expulsions of four West Bank 
men under deportation orders could 
take place very shortly after the 
men dropped a planned appeal to 
the Supreme Court, an attorney for 
the deportees said yesterday. 

- But four Gazans under expulsion 
orders are still planning to take their 
case to the High Court despite Mon- 
day’s recommendation by a military 
review board that they be expelled. 
Announcing this, their attorney, Fe- 
licia Langer, added that the men are 
in the 10th day of a hunger strike. 

The West Bank men dropped 
their appeals because they believe 
there is “no chance" of a cancella- 
tion of the expulsion orders, said 
Lea Tsemel, one of their attorneys. 

“The game is fixed from the be- 
ginning. There is nothing to talk 
about.” Tsemel said after a press 
conference announcing the decision 
at the American Colony Hotel. The 
four men who dropped the appeals 
are Jibri) Rajub of Dura, Hussam 
Hadar of Balata, Bashir Khayri of 
Ramallah, and Jamal Jabara of Kal- 
kilya. A fifth West Bank resident, 
Adi Nafah Hamad, is still awaiting 
the recommendation of a military 
teview board on his expulsion. be- 
fore deciding whether to appeal to 
the High Court. : 


Tsemel noted that a military ap- 
peals committee yesterday recom- 
Mended that the government go 
ahead with the expulsions of the 
four, without revealing the nature of 
secret information collected against 
them. 

This, she said, demonstrated the 
fact that there was “*no fair chance” 
of a balanced hearing, and pursuing 
a High Court appeal would only ie- 
gitimize a process that the defence 
lawyers deemed unjust. 

Half of the questions raised by 
defence lawyers at the military re- 
view board hearings for the men 


-went unanswered. Tsemel said. For 


instance, the lawyers asked “if the 
deportation of Jibril Rajub was re- 
quired because of the recent upris- 
ing,” and the review board said it 
was “unable to answer.” 

The review board also said it 
wouldn't comment on whether Ra- 
jub, the best known of the four 
deportees, had carried out illegal 
activities since his matriage about 
two months ago. 

Tsemel said that the authoritied 
had cancelled a “final” meeting be- 
tween families and the four depor- 
tees last night. But, she said, if the 
deportees were to meet with their 
families today, then the deporta- 
tions could take place immediately 
afterwards.

She predicted that the deportees 
would be sent to South Lebanon, 
because other Arab countries had 
tefused to receive them. 

Rajub’s wife, Hibi, said that she 
had been married for about 45 days 
when her husband was put’ under 
administrative detention last’ De- 
cember 28. and then ordered ex- 
pelled. 


“We were thinking of settling 
down and having children and ... 
finally attempting to have a normal 
life.*" she said. “But the Israelis will 
not let him have any respite.” 

She said she met Rajub at the 
East Jerusalem Arab Studies Centre 
where he was working with her fol- 
lowing his release in the 1985 Ah- 
med Jibril prisoner exchange. He 
spent 15 years in prison for member- 
ship in a terrorist cell that carried 
out about 10 attacks. She said she 
would follow Rajub into exile.

‘Kalmanovitch 


Suspected Soviet spy Shabtai Kalmanovitch 
made his millions in construction deals which 
helped “milk dry” the government of Bophuth- 
atswana, a nominally i t South African 
homeland, according to a report in Africa Confi- 
dential, a London journal dealing with African 
affairs. 


The Africa Confidential report appeared last 
June, after Kalmanovitch was arrested in London 
at the request of U.S. authorities on suspicion of 
passing millions of dollars worth of bad cheques. 

The journal also said that Israel had been inter- 
ested in using Kalmanovitch's firm, Liat, to rid 
the West African state of Sierra Leone of a 
“bothersome Palestinian and Lebanese influ- 
ence.” 

The journal noted that Kalmanovitch was both 
the Bophuthatswana trade representative in Isra- 
el and Sierra Leone's cultural representative. 

Kalmanovitch had gained a central position in 
the economy of Sierra Leone because President 
Joseph Momoh was trying to break “the monopo- 
lies of Afro-Lebanese merchants,” the journal 
said. The Afro-Lebanese posed “Δ considerable 
security threat. recruiting as they did private 
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helped 


bodyguards of Palestinian and Lebanese origin.” 

The report continued: “The Sierra Leonean 
political world was split between the Afro-Leba- 
nese axis and the Israeli-South African connec: 
tion, represented by Liat...Liat seemed to have 
won the struggle when prominent Afro-Lebanese 
businessman Jamil Said Mohammed was accused 
of organizing an abortive coup attempt in March 
[1987], a charge which he denies. Kalmanovitch’s 
current predicament is more than embarrassing: 
it changes the balance of forces in [the Sierra 
Leone capital of} Freetown.” 

Africa Confidential said that Kalmanovitch first 
went to Bophuthatswana in 1980, after he was 
introduced to homeland President Lucas Man- 
gope by a New York rabbi. ἢ 

Kalmanovitch impressed the homeland presi- 
dent by claiming that he was close to Golda Meir 
and Moshe Dayan, and was appointed Bophuth- 
atswana’s trade representative in Israel. at a 
$10,000 monthly salary. ~ 

Kalmanovitch “hit it big in Bopbuthatswana 
in 1982 on a 23 million rand deal to build a 
shopping centre near Garankua. a township in 
the homeland that is 40 kilometres from Pretoria.

Shlomo and his two workers serve 
food from a tiny kitchen at the back 
of the restaurant, which is actually 
more like a kiosk — the kitchen, a 
counter, and a few tables on a nar- 
row sidewalk beside one of the 
driveways of the market. 

There's a daily selection of what- 
ever Shlomo feels like making — 
pickles and shakshuka, chicken 
hearts and onions, kebab or felafel. 

The whole business of Gazans not 
coming to work is upsetting Shlomo, 
who describes what's going on in the 
territories as “ἃ nasty business.” 

He's convinced that his two work- 
ers want to come to work. 


He’s convinced that they have to 
come to work because they need the 
money, but cannot come because 


~ their friends won't let them. 
He's also convinced there’s no so- ᾿ 


lution for any of the problems, be- 
cause all the Jews are thieves and 
the Arabs are liars. 

“What choice do we have?" asks 
Ramadam, one of the few Gazans 
who did make it to work yesterday. 
He was having lunch at Shlomo’s, 
filling a pita with pickles, after 
Shlomo had stuffed the bread with 
white cheese. 

“Either the stones stop us or the 
soldiers stop us. If 1 stay in the city 
Tm arrested, and if I go back to 
Gaza I'm arrested. And I need the 
money. I have no choice.” 

“Ramadan left for work at three 
in the moming.™ says Shlomo. Ram- 
adan works in one of the dozens of 
wholesale houses that line the ramps 
of the market. Many of the whole-+ 
sale houses have been closed for the 
last few days, because there's no- 
body. to work. 

Shlomo also has no choice. He 
has had to stop serving shwarma. 

“I Rave to stand back here cook- 
ing and I usually have one worker 
back here helping and the other out- 
‘side doing the shwarma and serving. 
Six days they haven't been able to 
come.” 

They didn't call. They didn’t have 
to call. 

“And let's say that the little one,” 
which is how Prime Minister Shamir 
is sometimes referred to -- some- 
times affectionately, sometimes bit- 
terly — by the people who work in 
the market, “let's say the little one 
closes Gaza to stop the rioting. 

“It won't stop the rioting and it 


will only make things worse. !f 
ple can’t work, do you think they'll 
have money for food? And if they 
have no food. do you think they'll sit 
around quietly? It will only make 
things worse. Here. There.” 

Shiomo is a very fat man, and his 
belly prevents him from leaning 
over the counter to say something 
confidential. 

“But let me tell you something. 
Around here Tm a leftist.” 

These conversations in public 


places often turn into squalid argu- 
ments, especially when it's known 
that a journalist started the conver- 
sation. 

“I don't know what's worse.” says 
an elderly man who is standing in 
the doorway to Shlomo’s kiosk. 
“The pictures you journalists send 
of soldiers hitting boys. or the fact 
that the soldiers are hitting boys.” 

Shlomo has a son in Europe, and 
from something he says,.I get the 
impression that he's in Germany. 

“My son called me and said that 
the only thing missing from those 
pictures is a caption saying ‘look 
familiar? “ 

For a while, the conversation in 
front of Shlomo's restaurant is about 
how journalists give a bad name to 
Israel. A woman, a secretary of one 
of the wholesalers, leads the on- 
slaught. but as soon as Shlomo fin- 
ishes preparing her egg sandwich 
she’s gone.

Commercial strikes and street 
demonstrations have not deterred 
most Arabs employed in the garages 
of Jerusalem’s Talpiot industrial 
zone from coming to work each day. 

“You wake up in the morning and 
you look to see if there are rocks 
blocking the road,” said one garage 
worker from a West Bank village. 
“Tf there area’t any rocks, then you 
80 to work.” 

Garage managers reported that 
most Palestinian workers have 
shown up during the past month of 
disturbances in East Jerusalem and 
the territories. The one exception, 
they said, was the “Peace Day” 
strike in the Arab sector. 

But there have been other disrup- 
tions as workers have come late, or 
not shown up at all, blaming road 
blocks, police checks, and other

problems related to the 
disturbances. . 

“Those who want to work come 
to work,” said Eyal Hai, manager of 
Hamercav garage. “Those who 
don’t want to work find excuses.”

The olive trees suf- 
fered greatly during World War I 
when charcoal was in great demand 
to fuel troop trains. 

The top layer of the core sample 
attests to Israel's great afforestation 
efforts ia this century.

Streamlining the study 
of classical Jewish texts 


ANEW COMPUTER link between 
the University of Toronto and Isra-- 
el's Bar-Ilan University is streamlin- 
ing the study of classical Jewish 
texts 


The University of Toronto recent- 
ly became the first educational insti- 
tution outside Israel to obtain on- 
line access to the Global Jewish 
Database at Bar-Ilan. It is available 
through the Toronto university's 
Centre for Computing in the 
Humanities. 

The database — one of the largest 
in the world — contains the Bible, 
the Babylonian Talmud, 250 vol- 
umes’ of Rabbinic Responsa, the 
Code of Maimonides, midrashic lit- 
erature, and the major medieval 


_, biblical commentaries. About two 
‘dozen scholars and Jewish commu- 


nity: members ‘in Toronto have al- 
ready used the free service which 
offers quick, complex" searches in’ 
Hebrew. , 

“You can imagine with 70 to 100 
million words what it’s like to dis- 
cover one piece of information,” 
says Ian Lancashire, the centre’s di- 
rector. ‘‘It's impossible — you 
couldn't possibly do it. But with the 
Global Jewish Database, with one 
command typed in, you can have the 
answer.” 

Lancashire, who believes that 
U.S. and British universities will 


also take advantage of the service, ° 


said the University of Toronto de- 
cided to subscribe because the data- 
base is a tremendous source of infor- 


‘mation for the university and the 


city’s Jewish community. 

The text-retrieval system takes 
five seconds to respond when 8 com- 
mand is punched into the Centre for 
Computing in the Humanities’ ter- 
minal at the university's Robarts Li- 


.brary in downtown Toronto.

THE GLOBAL Jewish Database 
has its roots in Bar-Han’s innovative 
“Responsa Project," which was 
conceived by Prof. Aviezri Fraenkel 
in 1966 and which, in 1974, became 
the main research pursuit of the uni- 
versity's Institute for Information 
Retrieval and Computational 
Linguistics. 

Headed by Prof. Ya'akov 
Choueka since 1975, work on the 
project has focused on 
the ways computer technology can 
be applied to the study of rabbinical 
Responsa literature. In 1983, a large 
endowment fund, set up by a U.S. 
group of Friends of Bar-Han, ex- 


panded the project to include the |: 


computerized Global Jewish 
Database. 

‘The Bar-Ilan Centre for Comput- 
ers and Jewish Heritage was soon 
created to expand the database, de- 
sign software, disseminate informa- 
tion and develop educational 
applications. 

The University of Toronto be- 
came interested in the database as a 
result of Prof. Choueka’s visits there 
this year, A grant from the Canadi- 
an Friends of Bar-Ilan has helped to 
subsidize the service during its first 
year of operation. 

Lancashire says that people want- 
ing to use the service can either call 
or visit the Centre for Computing in 
the Humanities, whose activities are 
supported by IBM Canada Ltd. The 
centre’s staff make the actual entries 
into the computer, giving the caller 
the resulting information. 

Toronto University officials 
would like to keep the service free 
for at least several years, he notes. 
As a result, a special trust fund is 
being set up in an effort to cover 
future on-line membership fees and 
long-distance telephone charges.

RADA ELECTRONIC Industries 
was one af the numerous companies 
to sway dizzily when the turbulence 
hit last year following the govern- 
ment’s cancellation of the Lavi fight- 
er-jet project. A high-tech company 
with all its eggs in the military field 
basket, Rada was one of the Lavi's 
main subcontractors, and the state- 
of-the-art jet took up some 40 per 
cent of Rada’s work. 

Though company officials claim 
that the cancellation led to no signif- 
icant staff cuts, they also concede 
that the crisis is not over -- software 
writers sit in a downstairs room in 
the Beit She'an plant with nothing 
to do, and dust gathers on a redun- 
dant model here and there. ““More 
orders are needed: that would be 
the solution to our problems,” says 
plant manager Michael Weiss. 

Nevertheless, work on the pro- 
duction floor in Beit She‘an contin- 
ues, as does research and develop- 
ment at the company’s offices in 
Herzliya. And the company report- 
ed an increase in revenues last year, 
attributable perhaps more to the 
company’s activities in the U.S.

ACCORDING to Macaulay, it was 
Charles II who apologized on his 
deathbed for taking an unconsciona- 

ble time to die. Even some of the 
Ayatollah’s most fervent admirers 
must now feel that he owes them 
similar consideration. 

For years he has been reminding 
friend and foe alike of his own mor- 
taliry. It was almost a decade ago. 
living in exile in France, that he used 
to sign off the tape cassettes of his 
sermons to Iran with the words: 
“An old man towards the end of his 
days.” 

Since then, there have been re- 
‘sports of heart disease, of kidney 
trouble — a dialysis machine perma- 
nently beside the bedside. Yet lon- 
gevity runs in the family. The Aya- ° 
tollah has an elder brother of 98. 
- Their father's life was cut short by a 
bullet during a feud with a landiord 
when baby Ruhollah Khomeini was 
but a few months old. That was in 
1903. Orville Wright was about to 
make the. world’s first powered 
flight and the tsar would reign for 
another 14 years. 
Nevertheless, recently there have 
“been unmistakable signs that the 
Smasher of Idols, the One Who 
Humbles Satan, the Glorious Up- 
holder of the Faith, the Sole Hope 
of the Downtrodden, the Vicar of 
‘Islam, the Regent of the Hidden ne 1 
Imam, His Holiness Grand Ayatol- Β 
lah Haj Sayyed Ruhollah Mussavi 
Khomeini is at last getting weary. 
The distinctive dolichocephalic 
cranium, so beloved by poilitical 
cartoonists, so easy to turn into a 
. banana or a guided missile, is seen 
‘gdess and less in public. And when he 
does show himself, the speeches are 
much shorter, nothing like the al- 
most Castro-length oratory that 
marked the beginning of his reign. 
Then there has been the extraor- 
dinary affair concerning what 
amounts to his last political will and 
testament, which apparentiv super- 
sedes the 30-page document, to be 
read only after his death, which he 
left in 1985 to the Council of Ex- 
perts, a body of 83 senior clerics. 
Khomeini lives in the village of 
Jamaran (“home of the snakes"), 
which is on the foothills that rise to 
the Elburz mountains north of Te- 
heran, not far from the shah’s old 
winter palace, Early last month, the 
Ayatollah gathered at his bedside at 
Jamaran — which is surrounded by a 
regiment of revolutionary guards and 
batteries of anti-aircraft guns -- the

the regime. Also present was a tele- 


vision crew and a radio broadcast 
team who appeared to have been 
given permission to transmit the en-

Lack of Working Opportunities 


THEY ARE the unemployed graduates of West Bank and Gaza univer- 
sities, the young men and women who paid their tuition and stayed up 
nights until they obtained their diplomas. Now they knock on closed 
doors and confront humiliating barriers. They went to the universities 
with dreams that upon reaching their scholastic goals, they could go back 
to their families and build their own, independent futures. But these 
dreams fell on barren ground — the ground of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. Ν 

These young people cannot live on promises and expectations. Theirs 
is a dark future. They live in deep distress, they are pessimistic, their 
failures coil around necks which will not be choked. 

What awaits these graduates? What have the Israeli authorities done 
to open doors to them? Not a thing. . : 

The economy of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip is frozen; neither 
building nor industrial permits have been issued. No planning or financ- 
ing for the improvement of towns has been devised, nor has the develop- 
ment of the coastal plain been furthered. Legal problems are piling up 
with the red-tape. 

During 20 years of Israeli presence in the occupied territories, not once 
have the authorities dealt with improving education or restoring the 
_, failing infrastructure there. Development of most towns in the West 
* Bank and the Gaza Strip areas cannot be expected without proper 
irrigation networks or sewage. Unable to cope with increasing demands 
for water and electricity, these towns are doomed. Requests for develop- 
ment and industrial improvement will not cease, but will fill drawers in 
administration offices pending further “investigation” and “perusal.” 
This is the fate of the territories: no possibilities for new jobs, ne new 
opportunities. 

‘These are not only the concerns of the graduates of universities in the 
territories, of which there are some 20,000. It affects their parents, 
children, spouses. One cannot help painting their lives with the darkest 
colours. These graduates will turn from hope for a better future to

Yet 
only 10 years ago, in January 1978, 
the man whose name has become 
synonymous with an evil xenopho- 
bia in most of the Western world 
and with plain murder for a large 
minority of his own countrymen was 
still a relatively obscure figure even 
in his own country. 

He was born in the oasis town of 
Khomein -- the name means “two 
jars” — which is almost 200 miles 
southwest of Teheran. The family 
have Indian connections. Khomeini 
wrote poetry using the pen-name 
“Hindi,” much of it devoted to na- 
ture...“‘It is spring and there is blos- 
som on the almond tree.” 

Khomeini was expelled from Iran 
in June 1963 after his sermons over 
the shah’s plans for the emancipa- 
tion of women and land reform 
started riots. He eventually settled 
in the holy Shi*ite town of Najaf in 


the south of neighbouring Iraq and 
probably would have died there if 
the shah had not outraged the faith- 
ful by his heavy-handed response to 
some fairly minor religious distur- 
bances in Qom. 

The shah persuaded the Iraqis, 
with whom he had just concluded a 
treaty over the Shatt-el-Arab water- 


. Way, to expel Khomeini, who went 


to France. 

In his account of the fall of the 
Peacock Throne, Sir Anthony Par- 
sons, who was then British ambassa- 
dor in Teheran, relates how mistak- 
en he and other diplomats were who 
thought this was a good move. Far 
from removing the Ayatollah from 
the scene, it gave him sptendid ac- 
cess to the Western media, particu- 
larly the BBC's Persian service, 
which was staffed mainly by expatri- 
ate Iranians with no love for the 
King of Kings. By the end of 1978, 
the tone of the Persian service's 
broadcasts was such that many Ira- 
nians were convinced that the Brit- 
ish, with their iong record of inter- 
vention in Iran, were backing the 
elderly gentleman who was calling 
for the shah to be drowned in a sea 
of ” blood. 

., Khomeini still listens to the BBC 
along with Israel Radio, Voice of 
America, and almost any other for- 
eign station's Persian-language pro- 
grammes he can pick up on the little 
radio he sometimes wears on a cord 
around his neck. His day starts as it 
has done ever since he reached pu- 
berty with the pre-dawn prayer 
known as fajr, after which he returns 
to bed until about seven, when he 
takes a little light breakfast. 

Between then and lunch, which 
he takes at midday, his son Ahmed 
Khomeini will make appointments 
for two or three out of the hundreds 
of people who are seeking an audi- 
ence with his father that day. It has 
been noticed that he is increasingly 
reluctant to make a judgment on 
minor matters and will often say no 
more to a petitioner than “God be 
with you,” leaving the man to work 
out whether he has his blessing or 
not. 

Like most men of 85, Khomeini 
Tetires early. But before doing so, 
the man who is said to have wel- 
comed the war with Iraq because a 
million martyrs have held the revo- 
lution together relaxes with a prod- 
uct of the Great Satan. There are 
reliable reports that Khomeini is ab- 
solutely addicted to video cartoons 
of Mickey Mouse.

|The royal treatment at 
Damascus steam baths 


DAMASCUS - Steam coils thro 

the tiled chambers of the old Turk- 
ish baths of Damascus as muscular 
attendants soap and pummel the 
backs of their willing victims. 

When the chill of the Syrian win- 
ter starts to bite, the ancient baths 
still beckon tired workers to a warm 
haven where they can relax aching, 
knotted muscles. Built when few 
private houses had bathrooms, the 
public steam rooms are even popu- 
lar with mothers hunting for brides 
for their sons, and are used as ven- 
ues for stag and hen parties. 

Hundreds of Turkish baths, some 
dating from the 18th century, still 
operate in Syria and provide a ser- 
vice fit for a king. 

“The minute you walk in, you feel 
you have entered another world, 
that of folklore, tradition, relax- 
ation, warmth and cleanliness,” says 
Ziad Sgelli, 25, a frequent visitor. 
Bright and colourful Syrian carpets 
and antique brasswork adorn the 
public baths and the old wooden 
benches are covered with hand- 
made mugs. 

The ritual begins with a choice of 
soap and a fibrous loofah made of 
horse-tail. The bather strips in the 
barani (salon), an outer chamber, 
and enters the world of steam in the 
inside chamber, the jowani. 

Vision blurs as clouds of steam fill 
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the chamber and the body slips into 
sensations of relaxation, warmth 
and drownsiness. 

“You can feel gl body perspire, 
your muscles relax and your pores 
open wider to let out accumulated 
dirt that cannot otherwise be 
cleaned or seen,” Sqelli adds. 

After the session in the steam 
room, which often echoes to old Ar- 
abic songs cheerily bellowed out by 
young men, the customer is taken to 
a small chamber like a cubicle and 
handed over to the mualem or mas- 
ter. 

The nualem sits opposite on the 
warm, tiled floor and begins to 
scrub, pummel, rub and squeeze the 
body with the fibrous loofah, while 
buckets of hot steamy water from 
stone basins are poured over the 
bather. Leaning on a pile of cush- 
ions, the mualem manipulates the 
back, starting from the neck and 
slowly moving downwards, massag- 
ing the client's aching muscles. 

“The feeling is sensational -- 
sometimes the sponge hurts as its 
fibres bite into your body,” Khaled 


-Walid says. “But you can feel each 


pore, cell and muscle in your body 
come alive as your blood seeps 
through the veins from the vigorous 
scrubbing.” : : 

Next, the bather is gently sponged 
with foaming soap and his hair 
washed about seven times before he 
goes back to the barani. 

‘Wrapped from head to foot in dry 
towels, he lies on a bench sipping 
hot tea, coffee, herbal or soft drinks 
uotil his body temperature returos 
to normal. 

The whole procedure costs up-to 
50 Syrian pounds — ἃ mere $2. , 

The Turkish public baths catefed 
for the rich as well as the workers 
and are still patronised, though less 
often, by Syrian officials, western 
diplomats and foreign tourists. 

“We still get princes from Gulf 
countries, Syrian and other Arab 
ministers,-and foreign diplomats,* 
says the manager of Nour al-Dine 
Turkish Bath in the old Damascus 
Bzourieh soug. 

“The foreigners range from diplo- 
mats of the European embassies in 
Damascus to troops from the United 
Nations.” 

Although women’s Turkish baths 


. have the same character and ser- 


vices as the men's, the women enjoy 
their own social rituals. They pian 
an outing or a visit with friends and 
neighbours and will spend much of 
the day in the baths. On such occa- 
sions, the women take packed 
lunches which they spread in the 
barani and share together. Births 
and weddings also provide excuses 
for a social gathering at the baths. 
Mothers seeking a wife for their 
sons go to the Turkish baths to scru- 
tinize the range of girls parading 
naturally, and to study their behav- 
jour, manners and movement.

Lakers going for another record. 


INGLEWOOD, Califomia (AP) - 
One of American sports’ more re- 
markable accomplishments is the 
33-game winning streak the Los An- 
geles Lakers put together 16 years 
ago. Could it be the 1987-88 Lakers 
are on their way to surpassing such 8 
feat? ; 
“T'm not counting,” Magic John- 
son said after the Lakers matched 
the second-longest winning streak in 
the National Basketball Association 
club's history Saturday night. beat- 
ing host Indiana 101-93, “There's no 
pressure on us. We're just coming 
out and playing. It if ends, it ends.” 
That was “if” Johnson said. not 
“when,” perhaps an indication of 
how confident he is about the cur- 


rent state of the defending NBA. 


champions. who have won 14 
Straight games to give them a 
league-best record of 25-6. 
Another confident Laker is re- 
serve centre Mychal Thompson. 
When asked about the team’s win- 
ning streak, he responded by asking. 
“How many games we got left?” 
When teammate A.C. Green ad- 
monished him. Thompson replied. 
“Why not? We've got M-something 
games left (51) now, and who ever 
thinks of losing a same? If Moses 


can part the Red Sea, why can’t we 
win 50 in a row?™ 

The winning streak is the longest 
in the NBA since 1985-86, when the 
Boston Celtics won 14 straight, and 
the Lakers’ longest since 1978-79. 
The streak began on December 1] 
at Boston, one of the toughest 
places for a visiting team to win. 

Coach Pat Riley of the Lakers was 
a member of the 1971-72 team which 
won 33 straight. 

Asked if he ever thought about a 
repeat of -16 years ago, he said, 
“This is a great accomplishment 
right now. But if we got to the point 
where we want to extend -- why 
not?” 

But Riley made it clear he wasn't 
dwelling on it. either. 

“Now don’t say I'm talking about 
it,” he said. “I'm just answering a 
question. 

More important to: the Lakers 
than the streak is trying to accom- 
plish something that hasn’t been 
done in 19 years — to successfully 
defend an NBA championship.

Unrest in territories 
may cause delay η΄ 
new EC-Israel pact

BRUSSELS - The continuing un- 
rest and violence in the Israeli ad- 
ministered territories could be a 
“pretext” in the European Parlia- 
ment in Strasbourg to block the for- 
mal] ratification of the recently- 
signed EC-Israel trade and financial 
protocols at next week's session of 
the 12-nation assembly. an EC 
source official told The Jerusalem 

Post yesterday. 


“The current violence in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and the tough 
measures taken by the Israeli au- 
thorities against the Palestinians will 
undoubtedly have a negative impact 
on the vote of the European Parlia- 
ment where several parliamentari- 
ans might be inclined to sanction 
Israel by issuing a negative vote,” 
the official added. 

Until now, the European Com- 
munity has limited itself to express- 
ing “concern” at the situation in the 
territories, and the European Par- 
liament reacted rather ““moderate- 
ly" to the events by refusing to con- 
demn Israel last month during an 
urgent debate. However, sources 
here stressed that since then the sit- 


uation has continued to deteriorate 


with the death toll rising every day 
among the Palestinians. 


EC sources pointed out that the 
formal ratification by the European 
Parliament of the trade protocol 
with Israel, which offers Israel's agri- 
cultural exports tariff advantages in 
the European market as a conse- 
quence of Spain and Portugal's en- 
try in the EC, requires an absolute 
majority of all members, present or 
absent, of the 518-member Stras- 
bourg assembly. Under its new pow- 
ers, the European Parliament thus 
has the authority to block EC ac- 
cords with non-member states. 


At its last session, in December, 
the European Parliament refused to 
put the ratification of thé EC-Israel 
protocol on its agenda because, it 
said, there was no urgency and it 
postponed the vote until January. 


Observers bere recalled the fact 
that the implementation of the EC- 
Israel accords have been already 
used in the past by the European 
Community to sanction Israel. After 
the intervention of Israeli troops in 
Lebanon in 1982, the EC decided to 
freeze for nearly two years any coo- 
peration with Israel until it began to 
withdraw its soldiers from Lebanon.

Tadiran workers to fight lay-offs

TEL AVIV — Top Tadiran works 
committee leaders, charging that 
lay-offs had become company poli- 


cy. yesterday vowed to resist man-., 


agement plans to lay off 1,000 em- 
ployees this year. 

Without giving details of pro- 
posed -counter-measures, works 
committee members Yisrael Fisher, 
Shmuel Bartelstein and Avi Avra- 
ham made clear that the proposed 
lay-offs, coming on top of 7,000 dis- 
muissals in 1987, would be met by 
determined resistance. 

Lay-offs have “started to become 
policy,” said Fisher. “We can't live 
with it.” 

They portrayed Tadiran Ltd. 
president Yigal Ne’eman as cynical- 
ly seizing a troubled period within 
the electronics industry as an oppor- 
tunity to carry out the lay-offs, even 
though company production in- 
creased 22 per cent in 1987 and ex- 
ports rose 25 per cent. 

“We have the impression that he 
wants to take advantage of the situa- 
tion in the industry to replace work- 
ers, not just fire them,” Bartelstein 
said, explaining that marginal work-

‘A poor Africa is a threat to peace’. 


ADDIS ABABA (AFP) -- A top 
African economist called on the in- 
ternational donor community last 
week to honour its commitments of 

to Africa, warning that a 
depressed and stagnant African 
economy was a threat to world 
peace. 

Adebayo Adedeji, executive sec- 
retary of the Economic Commission 
for Africa (ECA), described as “dis- 
appointing™ the response by major 
donors in 1987 to 4 consensus he 
said had been reached in June 1986. 

He was referring in particular to 
the UN programme of action for 
Africa's economic recovery and de- 
velopment approved by the general 
assembly ac that time. 

“Available statistics indicate that 
resource flows to Africa have de- 
clined farther in real terms in 1987, 
and have been grossly inadequate to 
compensate for the fall in export 
earnings,” be said. 

Adedeji was addressing diplo- 
mnats, representatives of internation- 
al organizations and the press in his 
traditional year-end statement at 
Africa ball, the ECA headquarters, 
here.

Oil prices plunge 


NEW YORK (AP) ~ Oil prices 
plunged for a second day in early 
trading yesterday, pressured by a 
report that Saudi Arabia expects the 
market price of crude oil to drop to 
$15 a barrel, a decline of about 
$1.50 a barrel from current market 
prices. 

The report in yesterday's editions 
of The Wall Street Journal sent oil 
futures prices sharply lower in ner- 
vous trading on the New York Mer- 
cantile Exchange. Contracts for 
February delivery of West Texas In- 
termediate, the U.S. benchmark 
crude, traded at $16.13 per 42-gal- 
lon barrel in late morning, down 62 
cents from Monday's close. 

The drop followed a steep sell-off 
on Monday, when February con- 
tracts of West Texas Intermediate 
lost 56 cents a barrel.

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“The fateful choice 


COME November, the people of this country will be called 
upon to make their most fateful choice ever. It will, to put no 
finer point on it, be a choice between rationality and ‘irrational- 
ity as policy guides. 


Rationality and irrationality, broadly defined as ability and - 


failure to tell reality from fantasy in deciphering the environ- 
ment, have for some time now been jostling for supremacy in 
Israei’s councils of state. But it was not until the outbreak of 
the “disorders” in the occupied territories last month that the 
dismal fact has so dramatically been demonstrated. 

With their most cherished annexationist theories going up in 
flames, the Likud half of the “national unity government” has 
only reaffirmed its attachment to them. The Palestinians, 
whose violence can be traced back to the utter loss of hope to 
gain a measure of national dignity and freedom, have been 
assured by the top Likud leader that all they can ever bope for 
is some expansion of their present municipal government 
under Israel's rule. 

For all its often confused hemming and hawing on this 
awesome subject, the Alignment has at least shown a modicum 
of respect for the facts of life. 

Why, then, it is being asked, does the Aligoment not 
promptly dissolve its self-incriminating partnership with the 
Likud in a government headed by a nay-saying, veto-wielding 
Likud premier ? Why does it not seek to advance the Knesset 
elections, or, if that is impossible, bolt the government and 


thrust the burden of blame for approaching national calamity, 


where it belongs, on the shoulders of the Likud ? 

The questions are entirely legitimate, but the answers to 
them should be plain enough. 

A Knesset majority in favour of an early election has never 
been on the cards during the lifetime of the present govern- 
ment; it certainly cannot be put together at this time. The only 
alternative, then, is for the Alignment to leave the government 
and, as it were, let the devil take the hindmost. But the havoc 
that the Likud, governing at will, could wreak onthe country 
during the intervening nine months could be horrendous. 

Large sections of the already right-leaning electorate would 
also in that case agree that the fault for the havoc lay with the 
Alignment, because it not only failed to cooperate with the 
Likud-headed government at a time of great national stress, 
but even criticized it. 

What matters now most is indeed the education of the 
electorate, during the nine months left. Not all the electorate: 
besides preaching to the converted, the most fruitless endea- 
vour is trying too hard to move the immovable annexationists. 
Israelis who believe that, with God’s help and more toughness 
on the Arabs, everything should start coming up roses, will not 
be wakened from their dreams of territorial glory by talk about 
the usefulness of an international conference in advancing the 
cause of peace. 

But not all voters who are now inclined to support the Arab- 
clobbering right are cast in that mould. Some of them may 
have just thoughtlessly swallowed the line that Israel’s sheer 
survival permanent control over all the Arabs of Gaza 
and the West Bank and that legitimate Arab rights and aspi 
tions can be squeezed into the Likud’s rewriting of the ip 
David autonomy framework. They may yet sit up and listen 
when they have rary to them the fatal illusions with 
which the standard ἃ argument is informed. 

The stakes are too high to avoid making that effort. 


Life or death 


PATIENTS seeking help in any of the Lado f ᾿ government 
hospitals yesterday were likely to be greeted by a certified 
“medical opinion” tacked to the doors. The “medical opin- 
ion” read: “The government hospitals are in danger of their 
lives.” 

Yesterday was a particularly bad day for seekers of help 
from government hospitals, for the hospitals were operating 
on a severely reduced “Shabbat schedule,” with no outpatient 
clinics open and only emergency surgery performed. Physi- 
cians in these hospitals were holding a 24-hour strike, in 
protest against the Treasury's refusal to grant them the same 
overtime payments for working a second shift as those ceded 
by the Histadrut’s Kupat Holim to its own hospital doctors. 

The fact, however, is that most every day is, in one respect or 
another, a bad day not only in government hospitals but in all 
hospitals, at least in all non-private hospitals, around the 
country. Indeed it is not too much to say that every day is a bad 
day in Israel's entire ailing public health system. According to 
some diagnoses the system as a whole is already on the critical 
list. 

The reason does not lie in any lack of expertise, nor of 
dedication to the noble ideals of the medical profession. Israeli 
medical standards are among the highest in the world. What 
ails the system is its organization, and its financing. The 
problem, to be sure, is worldwide: medical costs soaring at the 
very time the economic watchword is retrenchment. But the 
fact that Brita, for example, is suffering similarly grave 
medical pains is hardly a consolation. 

. _ Radical cure need not be expected to be rushed overnight. 
The trouble is that no thought at all seems to be given to even 
the need for a radical cure, and the system's malignancies keep 
being treated with aspirin. An alternative model of a system in 
which the sometimes opposing interests of the state, the 
patients and the medical ners would be reconciled, can 
surely be imagined. But nothing is being done to devise and 
implement it. 

If this situation persists, the prospects for the country’s 
medical system will be dire indeed. Yet it is already a matter of 
life or death.

The Allon Plan -- 
relevant today? 


AT A convention of members of the 


Labour Party which took place in 
Beit Berl not long ago, the “Allon 
Plan” was given much praise. Abba 
Eban and Yitzhak Rabin talked 
about the plan explicitly and, to a 
great extent, Shimon Peres spoke in 
tts spirit; most of the speakers used 
concen and motifs taken from the 
plan. ᾿ 

Twenty years have passed since 
the Six Day War. A very short time 
after the war, Allon came out with 
his plan and hoped to conquer the 
hearts of the public and to recruit its 
support. His path was not paved 
with roses. He had a good deal of 
difficulty convincing his own close 
community -- Hakibbutz Hameuhad 
~ and it was even more complicated 
to obtain support from among the 
members of Rafi. As it happened, it 
was actually in the Mapai sector of 
his movement that he found ready 
listeners. 

Despite the fact that his plan was 
not at the time formally approved or 
adopted, most of its principles were, 
nevertheless, adopted de facto. The 
map of settlement in the occupied 
territories exactly fit the principles 
of the Allon Plan. It must be said, to 
the credit of Yisrael Galili, Golda 
Meir and Yitzhak Rabin, that they 

ined from any adventurous set- 
tlement in the territories that might 
reduce the options for a peace set- 
tlement based on territorial compro- 
mise. It may be that Levi Eshkol 
would have begun more eagerly to 
gather and ultilize resources to 


A RECENTLY-published judg- 
ment of the High Court of Justice of 
England (Maples vs. Maples; Ma- 
ples vs. Melamud 1987) concerning 
marriage and divorce could have im- 
portant implications for any Jew or 
Moslem, requiring the dissolution of 
ἃ religious martiage to be recog- 
nized by British courts of law. 

The litigant couple in this case, an 
Israeli Jew and a British Jewess, 
were married in Haifa where they 
lived for several years before mov- 
ing to England. Upon the break- 
down of their marriage, they went to 
the Beit Din in London, where they 
obtained a get, dissolving their mar- 
riage under Jewish law. They did 
not obtain a civil divorce. There- 
after, the husband obtained from! 
the District Rabbinical Court of 
Haifa a “judgement of confirma- 
tion” of the ndon Beit Din di- 
vorce. The wife, relying on these 
two documents, proceeded to wed 
for a second time arid, in fact, went 
through a ceremony of masriage in 
England with her new suitor. 

The second marriage failed as 
well. The wife, rather than attempt

spread Allon’s ideas and integrate 
them into actual policy, but his 
death in early 1969 put an end to the 
proceedings to hasten a settlement. 
Yigal Allon combined two char- 
acteristics vital for a leader of ἃ na- 
tion in a state of war — characteris- 
tics of a statesman and 
characteristics of a military man. He 
had a great intellectual depth. 
. Allon was uncompromisingly toy- 
al to the principles of democracy, he 
was a dedicated Zionist and had a 
deep, warm Jewish consciousness. 
His plan is an expression of an 
insightful integration of security ele- 
ments and the principles of Zionism, 
Judaism and democracy. 


ALLON WAS the first to sense the 
demographic potential of the terri- 
tories, and it was clear to him that 
continued rule over all the territo- 
ries creates only bleak, troublesome 
and crazy choices: ruling over an- 
other people and “South ‘Africani- 
zation” of the government and soci- 
ety of Israel; granting political rights 
to the residents of the territories, 
including the right to vote and the 
tight to hold office (only then will 
the Arabs succeed in realizing the 
PLO plan in democratic ways be- 
cause, after all, the potential for an 
Arab majority ‘lies in the wombs of 
mothers m Judea, Samaria and the 


Gaza Strip); or living with a continu- 

.ing situation of oppressive uncer- 
tainty and temporariness which will 
serve to deépen mutual feelings of 
hatred. - 

Yigal Allon was looking, then, for 
asolution to the demographic prob- 
lem. He could never have even con- 
sidered a transfer-like solution. He 
assumed, correctly, that there 
would not be a partner to be found 
on the other side who would be 
amenable to “population-swap- 
ping” of any.kind. Thus any trans- 
ferism would involve forced expul- 
sion. Forced expulsion is an act of 
political madness and moral 


Therefore, Allon reached the 
conclusion that it is impossible to 
make residents leave the territories, 
and so we must leave the territories. 

’ Yigal Allon defined the dangers 
inherent in the creation of a minia- 
ture Palestinian state in the territo- 
ties. Such a state could not solve the 
“return-to-Palestine” problem of 
the one million or so refugees from 
the Palestinian diaspora. 

Thus, Allon thought, only a geo- 
graphically-combined, political-eth- 
nic entity of Jordan and the territo- 
ries might serve the Palestinian 
people. Furthermore, such a settle- 
ment would aliow for the demilitari- 


᾿ zation of the West Bank and effec- 


tive Israeli maintenance of the 
demilitarization by an Israeli pres- 
ence in the Jordan Valley. 

This is the essence of the Allon 
Plan's spirit, and it is second to none 


even today. Those who claim the 
right to self-determination of the 
Palestinian people seek, essentially. 
to create a miniature Palestinian 
state sunk deep in internal problems 
and flaming with revisionist spirits. 
Whoever begins the peace process 
this way will also fail to recruit Israe- 
lt public opinion, and all their aims 
and desires will remain in their 
hands. 

Those who wish to take part in the 
next peace campaign must adopt the 
principles of the Allon Plan, which 
promises political-territorial inde- 
pendence to the Palestinians, frees 


Religious divorce 
vs. civil dissolution 


to obtain a second divorce, pre- 
ferred to claim that she had never 
been married another time, on the 
grounds that her first marriage had 
never been dissolved according. to 
British law.

the United Kingdom).” (This ex- 
plains the practice of the Jewish 
Marriage Council in Britain to ad- 


vise on the nocmty ‘of obtaining a. 


civil divorce in the courts.) 

But under Israeli law, the mar- 
riage had been finally dissolved. 
Could this fact affect what would 


otherwise be a clear situation under 
British law? 

To advance the proposition that it 
could, the husband, who contested 
the wife's petition for nullity of the 
divorce, relied on the Foreign 
Judgements (Reciprocal Enforce- 
ment) Act, 1933 (the Israeli equiva- 
lent of which is the Foreign Judge- 
ments Enforcement Law, 1958). 
The husband claimed that the en- 
forcement of the Israeli judgement 
should take precedence over the re- 
quirements of the 1973 Act. ᾿ 


The question whether judgements 
of marital status are governed by the 
Foreign Judgements Act has in the 
past vexed British courts. In the pre-

sent case, probably the clearest deci- 
sion to date was made to the effect 
that such matters do not fall within 
its ambit, for the principal reason 
that the act confines itself to matters 
between the parties, whereas mar- 
riage and divorce affect additional 
parties such as the State, the chil- 
dren of the marriage, etc. 

The court therefore held that by 
British law, the first marridge was 
still valid and that the second mar- 
tiage was void. The wife was grant- 
ed a decree of nullity as well as a 
divorce based on separation. 

The moral of the story for readers 
in a similar position seems to be that 
nothing short of a civil divorce will 
be effective in British law. 

A more cynical and fess reliable 
conclusion might be that if-you are 
not certain about the chances of suc- 
cess of your second marriage, you 
could obtain an insufficiently valid 
divorce from your first spouse, 
thereby reserving the option to re- 
suscitate your first marriage in case 
of need.

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MISTAKEN DECISION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — I was deeply disturbed to 
read the public statement of the Ma- 
sorti Rabbinical Association (Janu- 
ary 1) concerning its opposition to 
any Sabbath legislation in Jerusalem 
or elsewhere in Israel on the 
grounds that any religious legisla- 
tion would be a violation of the prin- 
ciple of “freedom of conscience." 
Such a position not only over- 
looks the fact that in many demo- 
cratic countries, there are such laws 
(called Sunday Blue Laws in some 
communities), but also does not 
reckon with the fact that most pre- 
sent-day western immigrants to Isra- 
el are religious and come on aliya 
for religious reasons. When they 
come here they want to experience a 
Sabbath atmosphere in the streets 
and not only in the privacy of their 
homes and synagogues. Western 
olim do not come here in search of 
more democracy or more freedom 
of conscience, values which they 
have in sufficient degree in 
America. 
Moreover, when Masorti rabbis 
refuse to support legislation con- 
cerning the closing of commercial 


‘ make it more difficult for both Or- 


thodox and Conservative immi- 
grants to find employment, if they 
refuse to take their turn on working 
Sabbath and holiday shifts. I recal] 
the case of a new immigrant several 
years ago who was refused a job by 
Kol Yisrael English-language news 
because he said he would not work 
on the Sabbath shift at least once a 
month. Such examples will now 
multiply with more businesses func- 
tioning on the Sabbath and will open 
up a Pandora’s box for unfair com- 
petition e.g. one movie house being 
opened and the other closed on the 
Sabbath. 

With some of these factors in 
mind one must conclude that the 
decision of the Masorti Rabbinical 
Association was a mistake, for with- 
Out at least some kind of Sabbath

He again said that the U.S. wants 
to see Israel stop using lethal force 
in the territories. ‘We continue to 
believe there are alternatives, and 
we have made that view known on a 
number of occasions,” he said. 

President Reagan, the spokesman 
added, has been personally "ποις 
toring the situation.”

But he noted that Reagan has not 
been in direct touch with the Israeli 
leadership. 

Spokesman Redman, at the State

In response to questioning, he 
called on Israel to permit open ac- 
cess to journalists covering the dis- 
turbances. 

Like Fitzwater, Redman called 
for the start of direct Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations. “For this prob- 
lem to be resolved in a meaningful 

way.” he said, “you've got to get to 
the underlying issues that are in- 
volved and the way to get to those is 
through the peace pracess. 

He said the U.S. does not bave 
any immediate plans to dispatch its 
own emissary to the area. 


Several European ambassadors 
went to the Foreign Ministry in Je- 
Tusalem yesterday to con- 
cern over Israel's planned deporta- 
tion of Palestinians suspected of 
incitement in the territories. 

The ambassadors of Denmark, 
Germany, Italy and the EC said 
they supported last week's Security 
Council resolution urging Israel to 
refrain from the deportations, and 
stated that the Fourth Geneva Con- 
vention, which bars deportation 
from occupied land, applied in the 
territories. 

The ministry's political director- 
general, Yossi Beilin, told the am- 
bassadors that Israel does not recog- 
nize the application of the 
convention in the territories. He 
added that the European states 
should apply their efforts to advane- 


ing the peace process.
